Chapter 249, Sections 17 and 18 
249:17 Driveways and Other Accesses to the Public Way 


I. It shall be unlawful to construct, or alter in any way that substantially affects the size or grade of any drivevay, entrance, exit, or 
epproach vithin the limits of the right-of-way of any class I or class III highway or the atate-maintained portion of a class II highway that does 
not conform to the terms and specifications of a written permit issued by the commissioner of public vorks and highways. R 

II. Pursusnt to this section, a written construction permit application must be obtained from and filed with the department of public works 
and highways by eny abuttor affected by the provisions of paragraph I. Before any construction or alteration work is commenced; said permit 
epplication shall have been revieved, and a construction permit issued by said department, 
Said permit shall: ` 

(a) Describe the location of the driveway, entrance, exit, or approach. ‘The location shall be selected to most adequately protect the safety 
of the treveling public, í 
i" Describe any drainage structures, traffic control devices, and channelization islands to be installed by the abuttor. 

c) Establish grades that adequately protect and promote highway drainage and peruit a: safe and controlled approach to the highway in all 
sessons of the year, 

(d) Include any other terms and specifications necessary for the safety of the traveling public. 

III. For eccess to a proposed commercial or industrial enterprise, or to a subdivision, all of which for the purposes of this section shall be 
considered & single parcel of land, even though acquired by more than one conveyance or held nominally by more than one owner: 

(a) Seid permit application shall be accompanied by engineering drawings showing information as set forth in paragraph II. : 

(b) Unless all season cafe eight distance of four hundred feet in both directions along the highway can be obtained, the commissioner shall 
not permit more than one access to a single parcel of land, and this access shall be at that location the commissioner determines to be safest. The 
commissioner shall not give final approval for use of any additional access until it has been proven to him that the four hundred foot all season 
safe sight distance has been provided, 

(c) For the purposes of thie section, all season safe sight distance is defined as a line which encountere no visual obstruction betveen 
two points, each st & height of three feet nine inches above the pavement, and so located as to reprenent the critical line of sight between the 
operator of a vehicle using the access and the operator of a vehicle approaching from either direction. 

IV. No construction permit shall allow: 

(a) A driveway, entrance, exit, or approach to be constructed more than fifty feet in width, except that a driveway, entrance, exit, or 
approach may be flared beyond a width of fifty feet at its junction with the highway to accommodate the turning radius of vehicles expected to use the 
particular driveway, entrance, exit or approach, 

(b) More than two driveways, entrances, exits, or approaches from any one highway to any one parcel.of land unless the frontage along that 
highvey exceeds five hundred feet, 

V. ‘here shall be conferred upon: 

(a) The planning board in cities and towns wherein the planning board has been granted the power to regulate the subdivision of land as 
provided in RIA 36:19; and 

(b) The selectmen in all other cities and towns. 

The same povers concerning highways under their jurisdicition as are conferred upon the commissioner of public vorks and highways by paregrephs I, II, 
ae "y IV, end they shall promulgate such rules and regulations as are necessary to carry out the provisions of this section.
